Various types of bush cherries 
have been hybridized mainly for 
hardiness so that they produce fruit 
in aréas where other cherry trees 
will not survive. They are, how- 
ever, as decorative as any flowering 
shrub.

The smallest is the Korean 
cherry, which grows no higher than 
three feet. This in itself is unusual, 
for good small shrubs are rare in 
any locality. The varieties of 
Korean cherry now on the market 
were selected as the best from 
thousands of . seedlings stemming 
from the original wild bush cherry.

Their gencral appearance resem- 
bles that of the flowering almond, 
but they have a neater, more up- 
right habit of growth. The foliage 
is a medium dark green and turns 
a bronze-red in fall. White flowers 
slightly tinged with pink appear 
before leaves, and completely cover 
the small branches. Around New 
York, the plants are in full bloom 
by the third week in April. At that 
time, only forsythia and spirea are 
in bloom, and so this new candidate 
fills the need for an early-flowering, 


low shrub.

Red Fruits in August 

The bright red fruits ripen in 
August, and are about the same 
size and color as the Early Rich- 
mond sour cherry. Like any ‘sour 
cherry, they are a bit tart’ when 
eaten rav. But they make fine 
jams and jellies. If the shrubs have 
been planted only for decoration, 
the fruit can be expected to hang 
on the branches several weeks. It 
makes a- bright contrast to the dark 
green leaves.

For ornamental purposes, Korean 
cherries may be used as a low, 
informal hedge. Their habit is so 
regular that little trimming is needed 
to keep them in bounds. They 
could also be placed at the front of 
a mixed shrub planting to hide the 
legginess of taller kinds. And, too, 
where low. shrubs like Dettzia gra- 
cilis have not proved hardy, Korean 
cherries could be planted instead.

The Nanking bush cherry (Pru- 
nus tomentosa) is better known. It 
grows taller than the Korean, reach- 
ing an ultimate height of about 


seven feet, Improved varieties have 
been selected and are not only 
ornamental, but produce a surprising 


crop of fruit.

Althofgh most of them are of 
broad, upright growth, occasional 
specimens are almost columnar. 
Blooming a few days earlier than 
the Koreans, the pale pink flowers 
fade to white and are delicate in 
appearance. Bright red fruit rip- 
ens in’ mid-August, and is about 
three-quarters of an inch in dia- 
meter. It grows in clusters close 
to the branches, from the ground 
up. These cherries, too, are a bit 
tart when eaten raw, but make 
excellent jam or jelly.

Nanking cherries may be planted 
in a mixed border of flowering 
shrubs, or as an informal hedge 
around the vegetable garden. In 
fact, they tmay be set out any 
place where a seven-foot shrub is 


needed,

Cross-pollination 


lf the production of frni: is the 
niain reason for planting either of 
these cherries, at least three of 
each are needed to insure cross- 
pollination. This is necessary if. the 
maximum crop is to be produced. 
Since both cherries are resistant 
to disease and insects, spraying 
may be cut down to twice a year. 
Actually, a fair crop will result 
without any spraying. 

% * * 


Another hybrid cherry developed 
jor the northern regions is called 
Hansen. Along the East coast these 
cherries have not proved satisfac- 
tory. They do not flourish in a 
damp climate, and most of the 
plants sold by local nurscries are 
seedlings of dubious value for fruit. 
Put in areas where climate is suit- 
able, they are excellent both for 
ornamental and fruiting purposes.

Only named varieties, however, 
should be purchased. Most of them 
produce black fruit. but a new red 
and yellow have been originated. 
Here again, at least three different 
varieties must be planted to insure 
cross-pollination and a maximum 
crop.

Warden Clarke Rollins suggested 
that larger, more appropriate signs 
be placed on leading highways desig- 
nating resorts and places off the 
beaten track.

It was developed by the home 
economic staff of one of the huge 
milling companies, and, at first 
sight, seems rather revolutionary to 
some of us “old hands” at the pie- 
fiaking game. Instead of cutting 
in ‘shortening, you use salad oil; 
and you simply stir the four ingredi- 
ents together, then roll the crust 
between two sheets of waxed paper. 

There's no guess-work about it; 
and I sincerely advise you to give 
it at least a trial. So here are the 
directions, quantities given being 
enough for a double crust. 


EASILY MADE PASTRY 
2 cups sifted flour : 


% cup salad or cooking oil 
% cup cold whole milk 

Method: Mix flour and salt to- 
gether. Then add the oil and milk 
all at once. Be sere not to blend 
oi! and milk, Measure them in the 
sanié dup, but do not stir them 
together. Stir dough lightly.. until 
mixed. Round up dough and div- 
ide into halves, Flatten each half 
slightly. Place one half between 
two sheets of waxed paper (ap- 
proximately 11 inches square). 
Roll out.gently untit circle of dough 
reaches edges of papeft» 

If bottom paper begins to wrinkle 
turn, roll on. other side. Peel off 
top paper. If dough cracks or breaks 
mend by pressing edges together, 
or by pressing a scrap lightly over 
the tear, 

Lift paper and pastry by top 
corners; they will cling together. 
Place, paper side up, in an 8-inch 
or 9-inch pan. Carefully peel off 
paper. Gently ease and fit pastry 
into pan. Trim even with rim. 
Roll top crust in same way and 
place over filling. Trim to rim. 
Seal by pressing gf with fork 
or by fluting edge. Snip 3 or 4 
small slits near centre. Bake about 
40 minutes in hot oven (425° F.) 
until golden brown. ' 

For one-crust pie, make half of 
recipe, Place rolled dough in pan. 
Prick thoroughly with fork. Bake 
8-10 minutes in very hot -oven 
(475°) 

With self-rising flour, omit salt, 
reduce baking temperature 50 de- 
grees. Bake double-crust pie about 
50 minutes. :

Now for some suggestions as to: 
filling this new-type pie crust— 
or the regular kind, for that matter.

Make meringue by beating egg 
whites frothy. Add sugar gradu- 
ally, beating well after each ad- 
dition until meringue stands in 
stiff peaks. Spread on prunes. Bake 
in moderate oven (350°F.) until 
meringue is lightly browned, about 
© minutes. Makes four 4-inch tarts.

Local farmers and 
their men went to their orchards 
after dark on Twelfth Night, car- 
rying guns and a great Jar of cider, 
with a large piece of toast or cake 
floating in it.

Then The Spoon 


One of the niost frequently made, 
and yet one of the least common 
objects to’ find now, is a pewter 
spoon. The reason is not far to 
seek, since, besides the visiting 
tinker who melted down all broken 
pewter and then recast it, there 
was hardly a village where some 
family did not o¥n a mould: for 
re-running their spoons. Of cOurse 
they were willing to lend it to their 
neighbours, and there is one town 
on record where ‘all the spoons in 
it were mavtked with the same let- 
ter, since the family who owned 
the mould had on the handle the 
letter “LJ the initial of their last 
name. 

The spoon is an article so ven- 
erable that for iis first mention one 
has to seek out Egyptian records, 
A shell is supposed to have sug- 
gested its first shape. The earliest 
step in its d velopment was to 
mount this shell on a handle, and 
it is interesting to observe that 
in the Connecticut valley the early 
settlers inserted a clam-shell into 
a cleft stick, and found that. this 
answered all the purposes for which 
spoons were made. The second step 
in the history of the spoon’s growth 
was to fashion the whole object 
in one piece. . . 

The earlier the spocn, the more 
nearly ‘the bowl approaches the 
shape of the plover’s egg, the point- 
ed end being toward the handle. 
In the .very early spoons the bowl 
was below the level of the kandle, 
but by the 15th century this dif- 
ference of levels had disappeared.—

In 1664 Dr. -Robert)\ Hooke, an 
English scientist, statgg that one

American explorér Wendell Phil- 
lips believes that golden ornaments 
may be found in the buried city of 
Timna, southern Arabia, where 
the Queen of Sheba is said to have 
held her court. 

Roman history describes Timna 
as a city of forty temples, and the 


explorer is convinced that deep ex-. 


cavations would reveal one of the 
world’s greatest archaeological trea- 
sure houses. 

There are several other “lost 
cities” in the world. 

It was only a few years ago 
that the Caspian Sea was so affect- 
ed by drought that its level dropped 
and revealed the last traces of the 
ancient city of Harabashager, be; 
lieved to be 10,000 years o'd 

: Strange Race 

During operations that cnded in 
the liberation of Abyssinia during 
the war, R.A.F, pilots reported the 
existence of what they believed to 
be a lost city in a mountain range. 
- Robert Bagnall one of the pilots, 
was forced down near it because of 
a bad oil leak. He and his navi- 
gator were surrounded by strange 
dark-skinned people. 

They understood Arabic, had heard 
nothing about the war, and had 
never heard of the Emperor of 
Abyssinia or the capital, Addis 
Ababa. 

“From the top of a nearby ridge,” 
Bagnall told intelligence cTicers, 
“we were shown a perfect miniature 
Roman city, completely different 
from any city we had ever seen. It 
was one of the most astounding 
sights one could imagine.” 

But to prove that he did. not 
“imagine” it, Bagnall produced~a 
coin which had been given him by 
one of the natives. Experts identi- 
fied it as a Roman coin of 2,000 
years ago. 

Most fabulous “lost city” would 
be that of Farini, somewhere in 
the midst of the waterless Kala- 
hari Desert—if somebody could 
locate it. 

It is named after an.-old ex- 
plorer, Farini, who is Said to have 
found traces of a buried township 
in the desert. 

This ties up with a strange Afri- 
can legend to the effect that hun- 
dreds of years before Christ men 
built a great wall across Africa 
jewels, precious 
‘metals and valuable woods that 
they exported to builds Solomon’s 
temples, and that Zimbdlae, an 
ancient city of Rhodesia, and Far- 
ini, were two of the fortresses that 
formed part of the wall. 

Ptolemy’s Port 

An expedition set out to find 
Farini in 1949. An area 200 miles 
long by 70 wide was carefully 
explored, but no trace of the lost 
clty of Africa was found. 

There are “lest cities” in Bri- 
tain, too. One of them is known 
as Ptolemy’s Port, and is thought 
“to lie under the waters of More- 
cambe Bay, Lancashire. 

Fishermen say that soundings 
have revealed what may be ancient 


~ harbour walls. 


The Roman port is marked on an 
ancient map known as “Ptolemy’s 
map” and is also mentioned briefly 

_in old history books, but its exact 
location has never been decided. 


BLOOD IRON VARIES 


Scientists report finding that -the 
amount of iron in the blood plasma 


of healthy ‘individuals undergoes a 


cegular day-and-night variation, fall- 
ing from a high point in the morning 
to a low point in the evening. In 
tests made on nineteen healthy 
persons, they determined that the 
mean level of iron in the plasma 
was about 66 per cent at 5 P.M, 
and had risen to about 148 per cent 
at’ 9 A.M. The daily rhythm of 
plasma iron appears to be related 
to activity and sleep. as two Scandi- 
navian scientists have found that the 
chythm is shifted in night workers, 
with iron levels highest in the after- 
noon or evening after waking and 
lowest in the morning after working.

Recognition of the havoc caused 
by soil erosion is by no means new, 
It is more than 150 years ago that 
a famous statesmanegaid “—he is 
the greatest patriot who stops the 
most gullies”. 


But in the years i, Ae elapsed 
between his’ day “arid ours, gully 


erosion has increased ten-fold, be-- 


cause of intensified farming and 
lack of forsight on the part of the 
farmers. 

Erosion has been going on since 
the beginning of time, and it will 
go on till the world ends. But natur- 
al erosion is slow and not partic- 
ularly harmful, for Nature is 
continually making amends for the 
damage she does. It is only when 
careless farming practices allow the 
water which is the principal cause 
of erosion to flow haphazardly ac- 
ross unprotected land, erosion gets 
the upper hand. Result: gullies. 


os o » 


There are three main types of 
gullies: those caused by water flow- 
ing over a bank and undermining 
it, those caused by a stream of water 
flowing across insufficiently pro- 
tected land, and those caused by the 
alternate freezing and thawing of 
the land, The’ latter type is most 
commonly seen in those parts where 
winter temperatures fluctuate 
around the freezing ‘point, and rain 
is more common than snow.

The first step in a plan to re- 
claim gullies is to put a check on 
those that exist. You.must remem- 
ber, however, that prevention is 
more. economical than cure, and 
keep on the alert to eliminate those 
unsound farming practices which 
lead to the formation of gullies.

Here is a rather cheap, easy 
way to check a gully that is shallow 
and has a fairly small slope. Strips

A stronger type of check, for 
larger gullies, is the dam made from 
woven wire of the type used to 
fence livestock, These dams should 
be built with greater care in pro- 
portion as they are used in steeper 
and deeper gullies. Set-a row of 
posts along the curve of the dam at 
four-foot intervals, two or three feet 
deep. After that, dig a trench 
six inches wide and deep along the 
upstream side of the posts. Place 
the wire in the trench, fastening it 
securely to the posts, with the wide 
mesh at the bottom.

Che introduction of strange plants 
from foreign lands is one of the 
oldest li 
arose out of the elemental physical 


activities of mankind. 


needs for more and better food, 
clothing, and ‘shelter. With the 
advance of civilization, other mo- 
lives came into play; the desire 


for the beautiful and the urge for 
scientific study. It is nearly four 
thousand years since Queen Hatsh- 
epsut of Egypt sent an expedition 
abroad to collect trees. One of 
her successors, King Thotmes II], 
setit a botanical expedition to Syria 
about 1500 B.C. and was so pleased 
with the result that he had the 
iris, heather, lotus, and .other flow- 
ers sculptured on the temple walls 
at Karnak, where they may still be 
seen. 

When peace came to Europe al- 
ter the Napoleonic wars, the age- 
long yearning became stronger than 
ever. In particular demand were 
species from distant lands, because 
their oddity and .vivid colors. 
They made attractive features im 
ornamental gardens. “Distinguished 
persons,” we are told, “would throw 
themselves into a. frenzy 
when the rumour went abroad that

As 
early as 1609 an apple had been 
developed which was reported to 
Furope as “marvellously big and 
full of a certain juice very delicate 
gigs Not lone after, the first 
orchard in New York was planted, 
It was part of the Bouwerie farm 
of Governor Peter Stuyvesant, laid 
out in 1647 on the site of the pre- 
sents Bowery in’ New York City, 
From this orchard grafts were dis- 
seminated up the Hudson and to 
inland paints.
